{FIIOM OCR OWN COailESPONDEST.') 

October 4, 1875. 

A letter appeared In your last issue com- 
plaining that the proceedings of the Town 
Council were misrepresented by the Arrow 
Observer, In order tn the glorification of 
Councillor Hornsby at the expense of his 
culleagii09^ with other charges too numeroiia 
to mention. The writer evidently ‘ went 
for’ Hornsby with no light hand. The Arucs 
has been in brisk demand, everyone wanted 
to see the letter. As the Council was to 
meet this evening, I put in an appearance 
with a view of enriching the columns of tha 
^u.s, and found that a reporter from tlie 
yvakaiip Mail was also in attendance. Tliia 
nnusnal attention on the p.art of the Press 
seemed to hare a depressing effect upon the 
members of the Council, as one or two 
looked in furtively and afterwards could not 
be induced to attend. The Mayor therefore 
adjourned tlie meeting for anotlier fortnight, 
by whioh time, if the Councillors are then 
able to stand it, I hope to have the honor of 
again attending. 

Parties paying assessment for cattle run- 
ning on the oorainonage complain loudly that 
the Crown terrace is again overrun with 
sheep, pd assert that the ranger is studiously 
neglecting his duties, things being no better 
than they were before his appointment. 
That gentleman, for his own credit’s sake, 
might devote gome littlo attention to the 
duties for which he is paid.

Tenders are called for a new gaol, but none 
for officer’s new quarters, which are in a 
shamefully delapidated state. The late ser- 
geant’s family suffered in health on this 
account, and the present one is compelled to 
rent a house tor hU family. Mr Weldon 
the head of tlio department, ought not to 
allow this diseredi table position of affairs to 
continue, as provision was made last session 
for new buildings, and were these buildings 
anywhere nc.ar Dnnedin tho department 
would bo shamed into doing what is cleiirly 
its boimden duty by this station, whioh is 
only treated witli indifference on account of 
its distance from head-quarters. 

In regard to the auriferous land at White- 
chapel Flat recently refused to he sold to Mr 
Kerin, the .agricultural lessee, the Warden 
has offered to give him a renewal of lease for 
five years without rental on terms of free 
entry for miners. Compons.ation of 30s per 
acre for land taken by them, and standinv 
crop not to be interfered with. This ofle? 
will he open to Mr Kerin until the 25th 
instant, when, if not .accepted, tho matter 
will probably be settled by arbitration.

SPELLING BEE IN DUNEDIN. 

The Spelling Bee and Concert in aid of tjie 
funds of the Dunedin Cricket Club took place 
at the Temperance Hall last Thursday even- 
ing. 'There was a large attendance, and it was 
evidentthat the Bee was the great attiaction 
to the vast majority of those present. . After 
the oyficert the competitors took seats on the 
stagd. • The examiners were the Rev. R. L. 
Staifford, Professor Sale, Professor Mno- 
grrgor, and Mr James Anderson. Mr Norrie, 
Rioter of the High School, was to have been 
yn examiner, but, it was mentioned, he was 
prevented from attending by an accident 
which had happened to him. 30 gentlemen 
entered,' and about 25 of teem put in an 
appearance. ' Among the defaulters was a well 
known medico, who was presont in the; 
audience, but who, to the great disappoint- 
ment of many, did not take up a position on 
tee stage. Ten ladies entered, and eight com- 
peted, The Rev. Mr Stanford, having read 
the rules under which, as be humoroudy put 
it, “ our fellowcreatures are to be tortured 
to-night,” tee tourney commenced. The rule, 
“ One word wrong and the speller goes out,” 
was received with much laughter, os also the 
announcement that while, according to the 
rules ns advertised, no scientific words Were 
to be spelled, the examiners had thought it 
worth while to keep a few in case of a close 
contest between two or three towards the end. 
The first victim was a gentleman all the way 
from classic Tuapeka, and known in trignome- 
trical circles. He succumbed to “ abscess,” 
which he spelled “ abcess.” “ Apparel,” 
“abridgment,” “chrysalis,” “canister,” were 
correctly given by the next four competitors. 
Gompetitur No. 6, tee manager of a mercantile 
establishment not 100 miles from Bailey’s 
hotel, made chandelier (spelling it chandalier) 
an extinguisher for himself. He put on his 
hat and walked, being the second to le*ve the 
platform— amidst, of course, tho deep sym- 
pathy of the audience, A lawyer spelled 
“ charlatan” properly. “ Daguerreotype,” 
announced the examiner, and roars of 
laughter greeted the young ' gentleman — a 
clerk on a morning paper — as he rose to spell 
it. “ D-a-g-u-e-r-r-o— ” said he. He 

could not not get any more out, and grace- 
fully retired from the stage, A gentleman 
whose ideas on the subjectof spelling “easel,” 
appeared to be rather hazy, said, slowly and 
solemnly, “ a-e-s-i-l.” Ho evidently was not 
a painter — we believe he is in the drapery 
line. He endeavoured to' improve upon his 
former attempt by saying “ easil,” hut as no 
second trial was allowed by rple, and as his 
attempt did not appear to be an improvement, 
he retired from the stage. A young lady re- 
tired “ embarrassed ;” she had dropped one of 
her “r’s.” Tho next failure was on “ exhila- 
rate.” “Exi!-” “Wrong!” interjected Mr 
Stanford, and a member of the legal profession 
withdrew anything but happy. “ Guttural" 
was the next cause of break down. A gentle- 
man, known in connection with tee law, the 
City Council, and tee Press, said “ g-u-t-t-r- 
a-1.” He retired from the stage, and the 
laughter which greeted his unsuccessful 
attempt was about the heartiest of the even- 
ing. A competitor — a lady, strange to say — 
broke down with “ garrulous.” She was 
under the impression that it was “ garrilovis.” 
Another lady, however, spelled the word 
properly. A competitor spelled “ hierogly- 
phic” in a way that was fearful and wonderful ; 
another began spelling it “ hyer— ” when he 
was checked. The second gentleman that 
failed on “ hieroglyphic” is in the telegraph 
office, and he had during the evening success- 
fully spelled several puzzlers. “ Hypo- 
chondria” was next announced, and the party 
that had to spell it determined apparently 
not to give the audience a chance of knowing 
the extent of his learning, quietly got up and 
without saying a word left tee platform — the 
audience literally roared, “Impugn” was 
given “ impiine” by a youthful candidate, 
who thereupon retired., The house went al- 
most into convulsions at the mention of 
“ipecacuanha." Two ladles failed A gentle- 
man who had the misfortune to be a draper 
instead of a druggist retired. A barrister, 
not yet full fledged, broke down. He had got 
right almost to the end, but he put the final 
“a” before the “ h.” A lady spelled the word 
right, getting a hearty round of applause for 
doing 80 . A lady spelled “ loquacity” pro- 
perly. A gentleman came to grief on 
“ inoculation” — he gave it two “ n’s.” A 
young lady could not manage "lack-a-daisi- 
cal,” and retired ; another lady gave it 
correctly. A gentleman well known in the 
pedestrian world put an “h” too many into 
philanthropy (he gave it “philanthrophy") 
and -walked off. A competitor was in such a 
hurry to spell “parallel” that he jumped up, 
and blurted out “ pra,” whereupon, amidst 
much laughter, he instantly corrected him- 
self, and spelled it as it should be. It is said 
that lawyers believe the sole use of the Bible 
to be in tee swearing of affidavits ; and with- 
out saying that the cover is tee part they 
know best, it may be mentioned that a legal 
gentleman failed with tho Scriptural “ Pha- 
raoh” ; he spelled it Phuroah, and left the 
stage. “ Peccadillo” proved too much for a 
lady. The Spelling Bee was not a white 
occasion with a gentleman of the law, whose ! 
legal habitation is not far from the Daily 
Times. “ Rhododendron” was too much for 
him. Ho essayed thusly, “ R-h-i>.” Then 
he said a second time “ R-h-o.” Here his 
feelings overpowered him, and he could say 
no more. He retired. As he was leaving, a 
gentleman of the “ Job's-comforter” class, 
tried to administer balm of consolation. 
“ Can’t be helped ; it’s dona now," was the 
philosophic answer. A lady omitted an “n" 
from “ tyrannicnl.” A lady who had given 
many difficult words correctly retired with

“ giliflower.” A lady left the “e” out of 
“ ichneumon.” “ Mendelssohn” wa* spelled 
by a gentleman with only one “s.” Thera 
were now only three left, but it was deter- 
mined to call hack those who had. failed on 
the names of persons and give them a chance. 
“Pharaoh,” however, had the plagues of 
Egypt in the shape of the word “ plagny,” 
which ho rendered' “ plaguoy.” Tho “ e” 
was too much. “ Pachydermatous” was a 
stumbling-block for a gentleman competitor, 
whomadeit “ pachydermotis.” “ Wassailer” 
proved too much for a gentleman, who, we 
believe, is a schoolteacher, and who, through 
the evening, spelled jawbreakers with tee 
greatest of facility. “W-a-s-h-” he had 
nttered by the time he was stopped ; it was a 
matter of surprise that he failed in so simple 
a word. A rimsical gentleman failed on 
“barytone" and “violoncello,” spelling them 
“baritone” and “violincello." This brought 
the Bee to a conclusion.

1NTEBE5TINO TO “block NINEKS." 

The Leeds Mercury reports a singular scene 
which hod been witnessed at Bagby- fields, 
Wondhoiiao-lano, Leeds, — the entire demo- 
lition of a dwelling-honso by the local autho- 
rities, literally over the head of its owner, 
Mr Robshaw, who persisted to the last in re- 
taining possession. ' M'r Robshaw, it appears, 
had built tlie house in contravention of tho 
terms of the Local Improvement >,ct, 1872, 
and notwithstanding official warning, had 
persisted in finishing it. He then occupied 
tee house, and the Corporation, finding that 
he was not likely to give up possession, re ■ 
solved upon the forcible demolition of the 
house. Acting up to tho idea that an Eng- 
lishman’s house is his castle, Rlr Robshaw 
locked the doors from tho inside, and barred 
all tho window* to keep out intruders. Bn-- 
daunted by theso precautions, the local aii- 
teorities sent a staff of workmen, who, 
mounting a ladder to the roof, lifted the 
slates and made a hole sufficiently lai^e to 
let themselves down into tho lop storey. 
Having thus gained access, they removed the 
furniture to the kitchen on the ground floor, 
and then began the work of pulling down the 
house. The roof was soon removed, next 
the upper portion of che front wall, and then 
the greater portion of tee room on the first 
floor. This stage had been reached on a 
Saturday night, when the work was sus- 
pended until Monday morning. Meantime 
Mr Robshaw had retre,ated with his wife and 
little boy to their disordered kitchen, where 
the family spent Sunday, having their food 
brought to them by friends. On Monday 
morning the siege was resumed, Mr Robshaw 
refusing to surrender. A clearance was made 
of the first floor, where the doors had been 
unhinged, and the windows removed from 
their frames. The laborers, with their pick- • 
axes and sp^es,' next made an attack upon 
the kitchen, where, however, the work was 
cautiously proceeded with, so as to avoid 
damaging the furniture or injuring the people 
inside^ Meanwhile, a large crowd had as- 
sembled in the street, and were sometimes 
rewarded by seeing the eontuinacious owner 
as he peered through the half-bnried kitchen 
window amid clouds of dust from the falling 
bricks, mortar, and lime. As Mr Robshaw 
still refused to capitulate, and defied anybody 
to touch him, the front of the kitchen was 
also pulled down, so that he had no longer 
any apartment left to himself, but stood at 
bay among the ruins of hi* ill-fated home. 
At this juncture, Mr Morant, the borough 
engineer and surveyor, came and reasoned 
with Mr Robshaw, who at length aiibmitted 
to leave the place with hi* family, and have 
their furniture removed. The materials of 
the demolished building are to be sold by 
auction, and the cost* deducted from the 
proceeds, — any balance which may be left 
being payable to Mr Robshaw.

The doctor he wont to said 
he inust havo change of air and noorlGhiug 
food. Then an idea seized upon the mind 
of ilopeful. He went to the Government 
offices at Hokitika, seat in a card with his ] 
name written on it, and asked for a confi- 
dential iuterview with the Siiperintandent. 
This was granted. Hopeful before open- 
ing up the proceedings wanted to swear 
the Superintcudent on a Bible to the effect 
that he would not divulge what was about 
to be communicated to him. The Superin- 1 
tendout refused to be sworn, but said he was 
too much of a gentleman ever to divulgo 
what was imparted to him in confidence.
